London, Soptinnber 14 — French 
troops began a new at^k at dawn 
this morning on both aides of the 

Allette river and between the Alsnc 
and the Vesle river. 

The attack of the French forces in 
the direction of the Fore.^t of Voucy. 
at the Bonlliern end of the 91 Goubain 
massif, advanced for a distance of be- 
tween one and two miles on an 11- 
mllft front. 

The attack was launched at R 
o'clock. One division at an q^rly hotir 
had taken 1,000 prisoners, making a 
total of 1,800 Germans captured on 
that front alone. 

South of the Ailette river the 
French captured MOnt Deslages and 
the villages of Anemont and Sancy.

A noticeable feature of the Septem- 
lier report of the I nited Stales Iln- 
rcau of f'rop lOstimatos is that Ihc 
farmers in Kcntui'ky report tlioy liavc 
on hand 0 per cent, more lni;s loi 
fatteniuR llian they had Scptenihcr 1. 
lillT. Tlie entire I'nlted States re- 
pol-tB Indicate over ^ per cent, moro 
ho»^g on^hand for fattening than at 
this time last year. 

Kentueky's crop prospects are 
somewhat better since the general 
rains^hat began In the^ latter part of 
August, but there will still l)p a preaT 
reduction in the corn, potato, tohacco 
and hemp crops compared to those or 
1!I17. The corn crop now i>roniises 
about L'H per cent, less than in HUT: 
tohacco about Jl) per cent, less; anil 
potatoes about I!!! pt r cent. less. Con- 
siderably more oats were produced ill 
Kentucky this year than In 1917; and 
a very fine hay crop, larger than in 
1917 It should be remembered thttt 
the 1917 crop was very large. Tobac- 
co is now growliig very rapidly and 
unless very early frosts should catch 
It a large part of the crop will make 
up for much of the drouth dnmaKc.

1ms kept Lewis county In an uproar 
for the past Ave years. 

When the State Road proposition 
was flrat announced Lewis county was 
one ot the first counties in the state 
to vota a tlBO,000 bond Issue for the 
improvement of their roads. Since 
the votiag ot the bonds and the be- 
ginning ot the road oonstruotlon the 
county has been torn up considerably 
by the ory of fraud. 

The matter became an Investigation 
on the part of the state offlclals and 
a special report was made covering 
the whole situation wlilrh was print- 
ed and spread broad cast over the 
state A Krand jury in Lewis rounty 
then returned Indictments aKalnat 
several county offlclals and against' 
Mr. Rand and it has been In the courtH 
ever since causins considerable In- 
terest among the taxpayers of> Lewis 
county. 

The case against Rand had two 
triala here. The first trial resulted in 
a hung Jury with tfn members tor ac- 
quittal and two tor tonvtctlon. The 
second trial of tbe case vrhtoh ended 
Friday resulted in an acquittal and 
It Is expected that the Commonwealtlf 
win move the < ()iirt to (lisnilss the re- 
maining Indictment ai;aiuBt tbe Coun- 
ty Engineer, Ivan Sanders and the 
whole road squabble In I<ewls rounty 
will be brouiiht to an eml. 

The whole case as tried here rest- 
ed on a alight change in a cimtiaet 
between Fielding Jones, who was the 
chief contractor and the Lewis coun- 
ty Fiscal Court. Under the original 
contract for the re-construction of 
the Concord Hill road. It would have 
been necessary to build one large 
bridge over a creek but the contract 
was ohanged so that the route of the 
pike was changed and two small cul- 
verts were constructed Instead of the 
OIK' lari;e bridRC Written In pen and 
l?ik oil tbe typi'writton contract was 
11 pidvisliiii tliat the rontractor was to 
rt'it'lvc the saint* iniiney for the 
changed route or the construction o*' 
the two small culverts as he would 
have originally received for the con- 
struction of the large bridge. 

Ed. Rand waa the sub-contractor 
under Fielding Jones, who had 
charge of tbe concreting and it was 
charged that he ohanged the contract 
without the consent of the Fiscal 
Court Several members of the Fiscal 
Court swore' that the change was 
made when they signed tbe contract 
and others swore that they did not 
know whether It had been made when 
they signed It or not. 

As the burden of the proof was on 
the Commonwealtb niiil tlipy failed to 
prove tjje defendinl (;uilty beyond a 
rensonalile doubt, the jury found lilm 
not guilty and thus wrote an end to 
the long squabble which has kept our 
neighbor county torn up for' several 
years.
